There are also many who while no ob- 
jecting to the work dislike (he botheration of changing their 
clothes and perhaps taking a bath after completing their taiw 
ing'operations for the day, and there are others who prefer a 
spin in their automobiles or the sociability of the club or the 
golf links.

And yet there are many men whose occupations call lor tne 


wearing of good clothes while in their regular places of em- 
ployment who like nothing beller than to don overalls on ar- 
riving home while the sun is yet two or three hours high anil 
doine a turn.on the lawn or in the garden. Such men are to 
he found in every community and their premises tell the story 
of their indusiry in no unmistakable way. 


But lo do this kind of work to advantage a man must have 


a likiti" for it, otherwise the returns will seldom pay him for 
his labor.

They found that the time spent in their 
gardens was of large physical benefit to them, and when fall 
came mosfuf them had substantial returns lo show for their 
extra labors. The experience will be repeated this year, and 
the probability is thai many will continue the practice long- 
after it ceases to constitute a badge of patriotism.
